NASHVILLE (Tenn.,). July 20,—[By 
the Associated Press.} A special from 
Priceville says: ‘‘lie crisis came at 
Priceville today about 11 o’clock, when 
the miners and a crowd of sympa- 
thizers from the surrounding country 
gathered around the camp of the State 
militia and captured the troops and 
convicts, marched themto the depot, 
put them on a trainand shipped them 
to Knoxville. The camp was on a lit- 
tle knoll in a hollow surrounded on all 
sides by mountains. The miners and 
their friends to the number uf 1200 or 
1500, divided into squads and ap- 
proached the camp from four sides. 


They sent a flag of _ truce 
and committee to the officer 
in command. The committee 


notified the officers that they had come 
to take the convicts, peaceably if pos- 
ible, by forceif necéssary. ‘The officers 
parleyed awhile and then agreed to 
surrender. The troops were allowed 
to keep their arms and ammupition, 
and with the convicts marched to the 
train and were sent to this city, arriv- 
ing about 4:30. The troops, who num- 
bered 107, are at the armory of the 
Knoxville Rifles, where they now re- 
main awaiting the Governor’s orders. 
The convicts were locked in jail.

Numerous Witnesses Swear 
He Wasa Bad Man. 


THREATS AGAINST. BRADFIELD 


The Sceneitin Linde’s Store Detailed. 


—Billy Warren’s Brother-in-~ 
law on the Stand—A Ter~« 
ribie Arraignment. 


The trial of the case against Mason 
Bradfield, charged with the murder of Jo- 
seph Franklin Dye on May 14 last, by shoot- 
ing him from a window in the second “story 
of the New Arlington Houseas he walked 
paston the opposite side. of Commercial 
street, was resumed before Judge Smith 
anda jury in Department One af the Supe- 
rior Court yesterday morning at 9:30 
o’clock. 

As on the five precedingdays of the trial, 
the space reserved for mere spectators was 
crowded, and several ladies graced the 
courtroom with their presence. j 

The defendant, who occupieda seat im- 
mediately behind his counsel, seemed to be 
the most unconcerned person in the court- 
room, but his mother, whosat in one of the 
chairs next to the railing, reserved for mem- 
bers of the bar, watched the proceedings 
with interest, not a word apparently es- 
caping her. 

THE LINDE STORE EPISODE. 

The first witness calied by the defense 
was Samuel Davis,a youth who was for- 
merly in the employ of Fred Linde, the 
Spring street jeweler. He testified that he 
knew both Bradfield and Dye, and saw them 
together in Linde’s storein the widdle of 
March last, He was in the workroom in 


| the rear, which was separ ted from the 


store by a glass partition only. About 4 
o’ciock in the atternoon of the day in ques- 
tion, Bradfield entered the store with a 
watch in his’ Hand, and talked to Linde 
about it. While they were thus engaged, 
Dye passed the door walking south, but 
stopped at the show windowand iovked 
He then turned back and entered 
the store. As he opened the door, 
Bradfieid, who was standing at the counter 
tarned and’saw him. Dyeat once walked 
up to him and shaking his fist in Bradfield’s 
face called him a s—— of a b—. Mean- 
while Linde handed the watch to Bradfield, 
who coolly iooked atit and put it in his 
pocket. Dye kept on abusing Bradfield, 
who finally said, “Mr. Dye, l’m not afraid 
of you, out I don’t care to have any words 
with you,” or something to that effect, 
whereupon Dye slapped him on the right 
cheek with his left hand, at the same time 
placing his right hand on his own hip 
pocket as if todrawagun. Dye continued 
his abuse, and as Bradfield turned to leave 
the store, pushed him back against the side 
showcase and told him that if he (Bradfield) 
dared to go out until he got through with 
him he would fill his back with lead. Fear- 
ing that the men would shvot, Linde and 
an employé named Rietow hid behind the 
safe, while the witness hid behind a parti- 

ion. Hecould see everything that went 
on, however, from his place of safety. 

On cross-examination, Dayis, who was a 
remarkably bright witness, stated that 
although he saw Dye’s hand on his hip 
pocket, he did not see any weapon, nor was 
one drawn, While the two men were-taik- 
ing, be heard sumething said by Dye about 
“Oil Spouter, No. 2.”’ It was to the effect 
that if Bradfield dared to take an inch of 
rock off that claim Dye would kill the s—of 
a b—. Dye appeared to be very much 
worked up, and spoke loudiy, but Brad- 
tield’s replies were in such a low tone as to 
be inaudible to the witness, The whole 
alfair probably consumed about twenty 
minutes, and after it wasover, Bradfield 
walked out unmolested by Dye, who 
remained in the store for twoor three min- 
utes after that. 

‘Loe witness,on having his memory re- 
freshed by the District Attorney, - who 
called his attention to the transcript of his 
testimony at the preliminary ex: mination, 
admitted that Dye said to Bradfield, “If it 
was not for your folks, 1’d kill you, but 1 
don’t want to hurt you on account of your 
mother.”’ 

Davis was then asked whether or not he 
Anew where his employer, Fred Linde, 
was, and replied that he heard he had gone 
to New Jersey. 


The defendant’s counsel objected to this 


line of questioning on the ground of Yés~im- 

materiaiity, butas District Attorney Mc- 
Lachlan explained that he wanted to show 
by this witness that Linde, who was a ma- 
terial witness, was out of the State for the 
purpose of introducing his deposition taken 
at the preliminary examination, the Court 
overruled toe objection. The witness then 
stated that he last saw Linde on Thursday, 
a week ago. 

On re-direct examination, Davis stated 
that when abusing Bradfield in “the store, 
Dye hada@very mean exdression on his 
face. Dye ulso spoke of spitting in Gen. 
Johnson’s face next time he met him, on 


that occasion, and emphasized his words by. 


spitting on the fl »wr. 
PUFF’S STORY. 

George Puff, a young man residing in this 
city, said that he had known Dye in bis 
lifetime for five or six months, and knew 
the defendant, Mason Bradfield. In the 
early part of March last,.and shortly after 
the difficulty in Linde’s store, he met Dye 
on the corney of Main and Temple streets, 
when the deceased remarked that he had 
“slapped SBradfield’s face the other day.” 
In the course of the same conversation Dye 
referred to Bradfield as a s— of a b— and a 
bastard, and said that “if the little whipper- 
snapper ever put bis foot on th :t land again 
Pili fill him full of lead.” Shortly after- 
ward the witness met Bradfield at luucn in 
the Oiympic saloon and told him of Dye’s 
threats, 

The witness was very briefly cross-exam- 
ined; was unable to remember whether or 
not Bridfield made any reply when he com- 
municated what Dye had said to him. 

THE HENLEYS RECALLED. 

The defense then recailed George J. 
Henley to prove that after the witness, 
George Falkenberg, who was upon the 
stand on Saturday afternoon, bad told him 
of Dye’s threat at the Filimore depot he 
communicated 1t to the defendant, Brad- 
helu, next time he met him at Filimore. 

On cross-examination Heuley was uuable 
to state positively where he told Bradfield 
of what he had heard, but thought it was at 
Fillmore, Hedid not recoilect whether or 
not Bradfield made any reply. 

Philip Henley was aiso recalled and testi- 
fied that on Sunday, May 10, be had a con- 
versation with Dye at the Sespe oil fields, 
in which the deceased said *‘as for Mase 
Bradfield, the s—— of ab-——, I’ll fix 
bim.”’ On the following Tuesday, two days 
mv to the shooting, the witness met Brad- 

eld and told him of Dye’s threat. 

On cross-examinatioh the witness said 
that Bradfield replied that he had heard of 
Dye’s threats. 

Heniey, when questioned closely as to 
the conversation waich iead to this tnreat, 
admitted that it was with reference to part 
of the “Oil Spouter”’ ciaim No. 2, which 
Dye claimed the defendant had jumped, 
and that the threat was conditivnal, the 
exact words being “I’1) fix the s— of a b— 
if be don’t keep off of there.” 
ee SHE KNEW BOTH MEN. 

Mrs. C. A. Kerrick, a young woman car- 
‘rying a preity little baby, stated that her 
husband kept a livery stabie at Fillmore. 
She knew both the defendant and Joe Dye, 
during his lifetime. ‘two or three days 
before the difficiiity in Linde’s store, Dye 
came into the barn, appareatly very angry, 
and asked her where Henley was, She 
t ld him that he had gone to town, and 
Dye then said he wanted to knowif Henley 
and Bradfield thought they were going to 
hve upon the royaity from the stene and 
oil an the Kentuck claim. He then threat- 
ened to fix tuem botn, so that neither wouid 
need it. Abvout a week later Dye calied 
at Mrs. Kerrick’s house and usked for 
Bradfield, who was not there. She told 
Dye that she believed he was in los An- 
geies; but he threw the bedroum door open 
as though he was leoking for some one. 
While his back was turned the witness 
drew one of the curtaius back, and as he 
heard the noise Dye turned op his heel 


| quickly and threw his band back to his gun 


in his hip pecket. Stertly afterward he 
went out and the witness noticed that his

Kerrick was then questioned as to 


Dye’s reputation for peace and auiet in the 
community in which he lived, and she un- 
hesitatingly replied that he was a bad man. 

The District Attorney vigorously ob- 
jected to the question as to whether or not 
Dye was reputed to be an expert in-the use 
of firestms, whereupon Judge Carpenter 
announced that the defense expected to 
prove that Dye was a bad, violent, desper- 
ate, dangerous and bioodthirsty man, in 
short a cold-blooded assassin, that he was 
not only an expert in the use of firearms, 
but extremely liberal in their use. 

The Court, howeyer, sustained the objec- 
tion, to which ruling the defendant’s coun- 
sel excepted. 

The witness was then asked, “Do you 
know the general reputation of the late Joe 
Lye at Fillmore with/regard to whether or 
not he was a violent, despérate and danger- 
ous man?” 

vistrict Attorney McLachlan objected to 
the forin of the interrogation. He said that 
the question as to the general reputation of 
the deceased as to these characteristics 
would be an eminently proper one had the 
defendant killed the deceased in seif- 
defense; but the only questions admiesibie 
in this case were those which tended to 
show the condition of the detendant’s inind. 
He maintaived that it was not proper to 
introduce these questions now and come in 
atterward with the excuse that they ex- 
pected to shuw that the defenaant kuew of 
Dye’s reputation, 

Judge Carpenter arose to reply, ip 
“That speech cails fur a reply,” but the 
Court promptly interrupted bim, and with 
the remark that the jury was the sole judge 
of the effect such knowledge would have 
upon the mind of the defendant, overruled 
the objection, 

The question was then repeated, the word 
“blood. .birsty” being added at the sug- 
gestion of Judge Carpe:ter, and Mrs. 
Kerrick replied; “Yes, It was very Dad. 

The witness was very briefly cross-exam- 
ined as to whether or not Lye and Braa- 
field were iu the habit of calling at her 
house; to which she replied that they had 
been once or twice, 

CORROBORATED DAVIS. 

H. W, Rietow, a jeweler, formerly in the 
employ of Fred Linde, testified that he was 
witu the boy, Sam Dayis, in the workroom 
at tie b cK ut tue Linde store when Dye 
siapped Bradfield’s face, and botu heard 
aud saw all that transpired. He corrobo- 
rated Davis’ testimony iu every particuiar, 
both on direct aud eruss-ex im. nation, 

DYE’S THREATS. 

Manager O. F. Brandt of the California 
Oil Company, was the next witness. About 
two weeks before the shvoting Dye called 
at his office ene night between 9:30 and 10 
o'clock, and demanded tuat.the witDess dis- 
charge Br.dfield from the Comp.ny’s em- 
ploy. ‘Ihe witmess told him that he did 
not feel d.sp sed to do so, whereupon Dye 
replied, “Li you don’t kill bim, anal 
ain willing to go before a jury and be tried 
for it.” The witeess tuen ieft the office, 
and a day or two afterward commu iicated 
this threat to Bradtield. Dye’s “general 
reputation as @ Quarreisoine, violeat, -dan- 
gerous and bioodthirsty fighting maa” was 
very bad, 

Up crossexamination Brandt stated that 
Bradfield is superintendent of the California 
Vil Company, wuich was organized in 
August iast, Its muin office is at No. 36 
Wail street, New York, but he, as Manager, 
nad an office at the corner of Franklin and 
New High streets in this city. Bradfield 
nad acted as superintendent siuce January 
1, and still heid that position, A few days 
after the incident be had testified to, Brad- 
field came iuto town and he then told him 
of Dye’s threat and advised bim to keep 
away from the oil weil if there was any 
danger of his getting hurt. He could not 
remember what Bradfield said in reply. 

The witness was then asked to give part 
of his cenversation with Dye in detail, but 
Judge Carpenter objecied unless the whole 
conversation Was given. 

District Attorney McLachlan said irrita- 
bly: “If counsel wiil keep still get 
it,” at which Judge Carpenter sprang to his 
feet and retorted warmiy: “Cuvunsel will 
picase address himself to the Court, and 
apply no such insolence to me, sir.” 

At this juncture the Court poured oil 
upon the troubled waters by sustaining the 
ovjection, to which ruing defendant’s 
counsel excepted, 

The witness then st:ted that the conver- 
satioa concerning Bradfield wis introduced 
by Dye, asking why the company had ap- 
plied for a patent to “spouter No. 2” without 
first communicating to him the intentions 
of the cumpany. The witness said he 
replied that the compan

P. H. Irland, an oil man of this city, 
next took the stand and testified that he 
had known both the defendant and Joe 
Dye, in his lifetime, for abi ut two ye rs. 
lie remembered hearing of the difficulty 
between them in Linde’s store, and had a 
convers .tion with Dye with reference to it 
in the private office of the saloo! on the 


corner of ‘Temple and Main streets shortly. 


after it occurred. Dye then told him that 
he had siapped Bradfield’s face “d—— 
well,” adding: “if the littl s——of a 
b—— had mved a step i’d have ki'led 
him.”? Inthe course of the conversation 
Dye said tothe witness: “You tell the 
president of the California Oi! Company 
that if he don’t disevarge Bradfield | will, 
and I’i] put a hole through the white livered 
s—— of a b-—— big enough for him to stick 
a two-inch pipe through him, if he ever 
comes on the Kentuck claim.” The wit- 
ness then took a trip to New York a few 
days iater, and upon his return, 
about April 23, be again met 
Dye at thecorner of First and Sprin 

streets. Dye was then very much excite 

and said that he was ltoeking for that 
“white-livered s—— ofab —,” Bradfieid, 
whom he understood to be in town, adding 
that “If he crosses my track [ will dig 
another grave in my yeyerd. l’ve t 
’em planted from Texas to the Pacific 
Ocean, Youtelli himth t I say he’s the 
next.” Dye also spoke of a couple of others 
whom he was going toserve likewise, but 
hedid not mention any Dames. A few 
days later Iriand again met Dye at the 
same place, andthe deceased wanted him 
tog» up and see Brandt and have the 
“white-livered s—— of .b——” discharged, 
or he (Dye) would save him the trouble. 
All -these threats were subsequentiy com- 
municated to Bradfield prior to the Srootne. 

The witness was questioned as to Srad- 
fieid’s condition on his return from New 
York, and he replied that the defendant 
was very nervous, excitable and wild, and 
complained of his inability to sleep or eat. 
In the opinion of the witness, be was in- 
sane. 

Dye’s general reputation in both Ventura 
and Los Angeles counties was very bad. 

On cross-examination, the witness ad- 
mitied that he was. adirector of the Uali- 
fornia Oli Company, but stated that he and 
Dye were the best of friends, and denied 
that he was in apy way interested in the 
disposition of Dye, 

Atthis juncture a recess was ordered 
until 1:30 o’ciock. | 

Afternoon Session. 

On reconvening for the afterooon session 
Icland was recalled for further cros3-exam- 
inution, but was merely asked a few ques- 
tions as to Bradfieid’s actions and his rea- 
sons for thinking him insane,

GOING TO KILL TWO MEN. 

W. B. Caldwell of the Canuenga Pass 
heard Dye say that he was going to kill 
two men prior to the shooting, “But the 
prosecution's objection to this testimony 
Was sustained, as Judge Carpenter ad- 
mitted trankly, in response to the Court, 
that..the defense’ could not specifically 
prove that one of the men referred to was 
the defendant, He was then asked about 
Dye’s reputation, and replied that it was 
that of a desperate and dangerous man. 

On cross-examination the witness could 
not remember the name of any particular 
person with whom he had discussed Dye’s 
character, and admitted th it be had reached 
a conclusion because he had heard of the 
killing of Haynes and Warren, of both of 
whioh charges Dye had been acguitted. 

MORE THREATS. 

Charles G. Compton, an oil man of this 
city, testified to having had a co: versation 
with Pye on the train between this city and 
Fillmore in April last, in which Dye threat- 
ened to fill Bradfield “so full of lead that 
he could not get back to Los Angeles,” if 
be tound the defendant up at the Sespe. 
He communicated this threat to Bradfield 
af or five days later, on his return to this 
city. 

On cross-examination, the witness ad- 
mitted that he used to goto schoo: with 
Bradfield, and was interested io an oi) com- 
pany which had leased the ‘Bradfisid 
claim.” He had never bad a dispute with 
Dye, however. F 


CONSIDERED BRADFIELD INSANE, 

John D. Pope, an attorney of this city, 
and official attorney of the California Oil 
Company, testified to Bradfield’s appear- 
ance and condition on several occasions on 
which he saw him, from the middie of 
March tothe middle of May. He consid- 
ered the defendant to be insane. He also 
saw Bradfield in his cell at the city priso. 
after his arrest, and was very much im- 
pressed with the belief that the defendant’s 
mind was seriously affected. . 

The witness was closely cross-examined, 
but the effect of his testimony was rathe 
heightened than diminished thereby. . 

SHOWED A DECIDED PREJUDICE. 

George Cummings said he had lived in 
this city for thirty years and had known 
Dye for twenty-five years. In response to 
the question “Do you know Dye’s general 
reputation as a quarrelsome, dangerous, 
fighting and bloodthirsty man?” he replied, 
“| think he ought to have been killed 
thirty years azo.” 

The Court severely criticized the witness 
for thus answering, remarking, “You are 
old enough to know better, Sir.”’ 

On cross-examination the witness admit- 
ted that he did not like Joe Dye, adding 
“That nobody else did either, as Dye was a 
notorious desperado and murderer.” He 
also admitted that his opiuion was based 
upon the fact that Dye had killed his 
brother-in-law, Warren, and also Shot a 
Mexican down like a dog, because after Dye 
had arrested him he broke away and ran.’’ 
When asked whether or not it was true that 
Warren shot at Dye first, before Dye killed 
him, the witness replied “Yes, and la 
have shot him too.” 

Cummings was then excused, but left the 
stand reluctantly, saying, “l’a like to give 
a little testimony about my’‘trouble,”’ 

HIS REPUTATION WAS BAD. 

Thomas R. Bard of Ventura county had 

known Dye slightly for about five years. 
His general reputation was bad. 
On cross-examination ‘he admitted that he 
heard that Dye bh d threatened-his life on 
account of his connection withja lease to 
Hardison, Stewart «nd others. 

Edward L. Baker a resident of this county 
for the past twenty-seven years, testified 
‘to a threat made by against Bradfieid, 
which he communicated to Compton. 
Dye's reputatien very bad. 

On cross-examination he admitted that he 
h d had trouble with Dye, who prior to that, 
had always professed trie: dship for him. 

SHE WAS IN LINDE’S STORE. 

Mrs. Anna Hendrick Warner of Rosedale 
testified that on or about March 15, last, she 
wasin the actof entering Linde’s store to 
get a watch repaired, but seeing Dye stand- 

ng in front of Braofield, with a drawn 
pistol in his rigbt hand,and hearing him 
threaten the boy’s life, she turned imme- 
diately and “hied away on the first car’’ to 
ber husband. 

On cross-examination District Attorney 
McLachlan asked the witnes-: “You have 
seen Dye’s spirit recently, haven’t you?” 
Mrs. Warner replied: “The spiritof Dye? 
Oh, excuse me, Judge. I’m an orthodox 
woman and belong tothe Congregational 
Church.” 

She was also asked as to her mental con- 
dition. when she replied: “I may be hope- 
lessly insane, but 1 never was considered 
an idiot.”” When pressed as to whether she 
had ever been to any asylum, the witness 
ap aled to the Court, who sustained her 
Peetions to answeriug the questions, and 
she was excused, . 

THE TWENTY-SEVENTH WITNESS. 

C.N. Baker, Pubiic Administrator and 
Coroner of Ventura county, stated that 
Dye’s reputation was bad, but on cross-ex- 
amination admitted that his opinion was 
based on the Haynes episode. : 

At this juocture the Court reminded the 
defendant’s counsel that this was their 
twenty-seventh witness and remarked that 
it was Koing to limit them pretty soon. 

Charies Compton was recalled and cor- 
roborated the testimony of the witness, 
Baker, as to bis having told. him of the 

threats made by Dye with reference to 
Brodfield, and stated that he communicated 
it to the defendant, The witness was not 
cross-examined. 
MRS. LORTON’S TESTIMONY. 

Mrs. Nancy Lorton, an elderly lady from 
Fillmore, stated that she had resided there 
for fitteen years, and was very well ac- 
quainted with Dye and his family, bavivog 
attended his wife through sickness. Dur- 
ing bis last trial for the murder of Haynes, 
she had talked with Dye about what be was 
going to do. ~ 

District Attorney McLachlan objected to 
this line of testimony as incompetent, ir- 
relevant and immaterial, and, addressing 
the Court, said that counsel for the de- 
fendant was in the habit of getting up on 
the slightest provocation and ex- 

travagabt statements for the benefit of the 
ury a8 to what the defense expected to 
peas He submitted that the counsel 
pew the rule and should follow it, 

This brought Judge Carpenter to his feet 
with a jump, and he replied warmly that 
there was uot a scintilla or shadow of 
truth in the statement of counsel. He did 
not suppose, of course, that counsel delib- 
érateiy meant to falsiiy, but the statement 
was untrue, 

“We propose now,” sald Judge Carpen- 
ter, “to prove by this witness, and foliow it 
up by others, that the deceased, Jue Dye, 
wasawabiuc upoa the subject of human 
slaughter. Thut at the time she testified 
to, be told her that if he was convictea he 
would take the life of the Judge, every 
member of the jury, and a man named 
Shepherd, who ussisted the prosecution. 
That he attempted to carry out thie threat, 
but was restrained. This is a fearful 
‘factor in this case, Your Honor.” 

The Court, however, sustained the objec- 
tiom, to which ruling defendant excepted.

The Redlands Rate War Is 
Declared Off. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC TRAINMEN | 


A Ticket Agent Caught at Cutting 
Rates—Revival of Old Projscts 
—General, Local and Per~ 
sonal Notes. 


The passenger rate war which has been 
waged so releutiessly by the two lines run- 
ning between San Bernardino and Ked- 
lands, is over and peace has once more 
spread her wings over that valley. As has 
been explained, the Santa Fé and the Red- 
lands motor line have been fighting each 
other un til the round trip rate between San 
Bernardino and Rediands was cut from 50 
cents to 20 cents, much to the delight of the 
traveling public, but involving pecuniary 
loss to the railroadexchecquers. Just when 
the war was goingon most merrily, the 
ownership of the little motor road changed 
and the fight assumed a graver aspect, 
for the Southern P cific Company, as 
the purchaser of the motor road, was a more 
formidable adversary. As was predicted 
the rate cutting did not last long after the 
change in combatants, for yesterday an 
agreement was made between the two com- 
panies to restore the rate of 50 cents for the 
round trip. It was further agreed that no 
theater tr.in would be run between Red- 
lands and San Bernardino for less than $20 
—equivaient to forty p ssengers, 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC TRAINMEN. 

Trainmen on the Southern Puacific are 
again upeasy. As was noted yesterday 
they have another griev ncefor settlement 
with the company’s officials, This uriev- 
ance arises from the fact that a conductor 
venda brakeman employed on the Coast 
Division had been discliarged, and the men, 
feeling that an injustice had been aone 
them, and failing to obtain the redress the 
sought from the flicials of the Ccast D 
vision, applied to the local lodge of their 
brotherhood to take up the matter. This 
was done, and, differences of opinion aris- 
ing between the raiiway company and the 
lodge, the General Grievance Committee 


was sentfor, that they might determine 


upon the justice of the demand made by 
the local lodge. Atthe meeting Saturday 
the evidence in the cases was carefully con- 
sidered, and the committee decided that a 
conference was necessary with the com- 
pany and sent a sub-committee down to see 
General Supéfintendent Fillmore to ar- 
arrange for a meeting.

“BACKBONE.” 


Dr. Henson’s Entertaining Lecture 
Last Evening. 

Rey. P. S. Henson, one of Chicago's 
brightest divines, who occupies a conspicu- 
ous place on the Chautauqua programme at 
Long Beach this year, lectured last even- 
ing in-the First Baptist Church of this city 
The spacious auditorium was comfortably 
filled with an appreciative audience, who 
were kept in spasmodic fits of laughter all 
the evening by the pithy remarks of Dr. 
Henson, who talked for an hour anda half 
on “Backbone.” 

He is an animated speaker, never stand- 
ing still for an instant, but paces the plat- 
form constantly, moving restlessly about 
and gesticuiating freely. He abounds in 
graphic descriptions, and his ideas are as 
versatile as are his movements and he 
never fails to catch and “hold the 
attention of his listeners. He. was 
introduced en the Chautauqua platform at 
Lake Chautaugua by Chancellor Vincent 
some time ago, in the early years of the as- 
seimbiles, aud: from that day to this no 
Chautauqua programme is considered com- 
plete unless Dr. Henson’s name appears 
there, where heisa general favorite. He 
went to Chicago from Philadelphia a num- 
ber of years ago to take charge of a Baptist 
Church .there, which was apparently about 
to disband. His wonderful eloquence 
coupled with his good management placed 
the church fully on itsteet again and 
crowded its auditorium to the doors, and 
today it stands among the first churches of 
that denomination in Chicago. Since that 
time his hair has siilversd but he has lost 
none of his power and is counted as one of 
the most pathetic and humorous speakers 
on the platform.

A __VERY BREEZY SESSION. 


A Revolt Against the Action of the 
Teachers’ Committee in the Mak-~ 
ing of Appointments—Dr. 
Kierulff’s Rulings, . 


The Board of Education metin regular 
session last night with Dr. Kierulff in the 
chair and Secretary Baker present. 

The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approyed and the board proceeded 
to business. 

When the reading of the minutes 
of the special meeting of July’ 11th, 
at which time tbe report of the Teachers’ 
Committee on the classification of teachers 
was adopted by a vote of 4 to 1, Mr. 
Gaffey rose and moved to strike out the

Mr. Witmer made a strong fight for the 
Teachers’ Committee, but lost, and the 
minutes were changed, 

Mr. Witmer appealed from the ruling of 
the chair on the grounds that the chair did 
not decide the vote correctly when he de- 
cided that a vote of four to four carried, as 
there were only elght members of the board 
present. 

ln explaining the vote, Mr. Gaffey stated 
that the Chair voted once as a member of the 
board and the second time as chairman of 
the board.

STREETS AND TITLES, | 


In the Council yesterday maps were 
presented by the City Engineer show- 
ing the original site of the present lo- 
cation of the Temple Block. The maps 
show the building is ten feet on Tem- 
ple street. There was an old porch on 
the original building which took up 
the sideWalk; and the new building 
was constructed soas to take in the 
space occupied by the porch. This is 
only one of the instances where the 
preperty of the city has been en- 
croached upon. At Broadway and 
Tenth street is another instance, and 
we are now asked to pay for the open- 
ing of a street through land which the 
city owns. 

The records are full of similar cases. 
In fact they show that there are over 


streets in our city that are either 
wholly or partially occupied by indi- 
viduals without even the color of title 
which is claimed by those who have 
enclosed Broadway. In the same way 
they have enclosed and built upon sev- 
eral tracts that were regularly dedi- 
cated as public plazas or parks of the 
city, without going to the Legisiature, 
as is required, and having the dedica- 
tion abandoned by the only competent 
authority. 

Itis proposed to ask those parties 
now in possession of the lower end of 
Broadway to .relinquish their rights 
in the street as a street, and then the 
city will pass the ordinance abandon- 
ing the street. If a man encloses and 
builds upon a street, and then waives 
the right ofeasement over the street 
which he, in common with all citizens 
of the city, has to the free use ofall pub- 
lic streets, will then an abandonment 
of the street by the Council give him 
a clear title tothe land he has unlaw- 
fully appropriated? Such appears to 
be the reasoning of those whom the 
city has entrusted with its rights. 

The first thing to be done, evidently, 
isto havea proper map of the city 
made, showing the original location of 
each corner of every block in the city 
as shown by the records and field notes 
—and there are more of the latter in 
existence than is generally supposed— 
also the location of the corners as they 
now existon the ground. Then the 
Council and courts can go intelligently 
to work and with comparatively Jittle 
trouble or expense straighten all the 
tangie of conflicting street lines, But 


enginter to make any ‘“‘assumptions.”’ 
No engineer can do the work properly 
who, when called upon to testify, will 
not be able to say positively whether 
the streets between the blocks were 
originally laid out as 60 feet, 82} feet 
or 99 feet in width. The result of such 
ignorance has caused one line in this 
city to be thrown out nearly three hun- 
dred feet in a course of three and a 
half miles. If they had done their 
work from the data still in existence 
there would only have been a discrep- 
ancy of about thirty feet in a distance 
of four miles. In another case, by a 
slight change in the course, a surveyor 
cut off from one tract and added to 
another a triangle with a base of over 
400 feet in a distance of about one 
mile. 

Perhaps it may be asked why, ‘then, 
with so many discrepances and errors, 
there are so few certificates of title 
that show these errors and conflicts? 
The answer is that titles are too fre- 
quently assumed. 

If you assume title in a man who 
never had any title and he neyer parted 
with the same, you dre safe in writing 
a certificate showing title stillin him. 
If tie bas sold it, of course his grantee, 
under the assumption, has a good title. 
purchasing or loaning 
money would get abstracis of title toa 
specific piece of land properly con- 
nected with the proper monuments, 
and not ask and receive something 
that simply shows the present holder’s 
title to something that does not corre- 
spond on the ‘ground with the 
record, and if they would make 
their own contracts with the 
searcher tbat there might 
be a privity of contract, it would soon 
be shown that we had been doing 
business simply for purposes of selling 
the property with as little liability as 
possible. The purchaser has to look 
out for himself if he wantsa clear 
title to a specific lot. 

Let us have an authoritative city 
map based on the records. The longer 
such a work is postponed the more 
costly will it be. .

PHILADELPHIA, July 20.—|By the 
Associated Press.}] The Council’s 
committee inquiring into the affairs of 
ex-City Treasurer Bardsley and the 
Keystone Bank held another meeting 
this afternoon. The first witness was 
Samuel R. Huey, counsel for the estate 
of John C. Lucas, late president of 
the Keystone Bank. Huey’s statement 
showed that the indebtedness of Lucas 
to the bank at the time of his death in 
1891 was $561,000, mot $1,000,000 as had 
been printed. This indebtedness had 
been setiled, hesaid, by the widow. 
Huey produced, letters and memor- 
anda which corroborated Postmaster 
General Wanamaker’s explanation of

The Broadway ai tie Lusiness Man, 

The business man knows Broadway 
as a street blocked with moving drays 
and wagons, with pavements which move 
with unbroken lines of men, and that.

How Aerated Water Is Produced. 

In the neighborhood of the extinct 
Eifel volcano, near the Rhine, in Ger- 
many, are found springs of mineral 
waters which give off large volumes of 
natural carbohic acid gas. This natural 
gas becomes thoroughly purified in pass- 
ing up through some two or-three hun- 
dred feet of water, which of course 
means a considerabie pressure upon the 
gas. This gas, being duly collected on 


dred pounds per square inch, condensing | 
it into a clear transparent liquid, which | 
is forthwith stored in steel or wrought 
irdén cylinders of special construction and 
exceptional strength. _ | 

The manufacture of aerated waters is 
now readily carried on by means of these 
tubes, which are easily transported in a 
manner at once simple, rapid and inex- 
pensive, no machinery whatever being 
required. The apparatus consists simply 
of a closed copper vessel of any required 
size, nearly filled with ordinary pure 
water and connected with a tube of com- 
pressed gas. 

On turning a tap on the table the lib- 
erated gus rushes under high pressure 
into the copper vessel, becomes thor- 
oughly incorporated with the water, and 
produces forthwith the aerated mineral 
water which is so largely consumed and 
60 justly appreciated at the present day. 
The aerated water can now be drawn off 
for immediate consumption or bottled 
for future use. Mineral water thus pro- 
duced is stated to be entirely free from 
any flavor of chemicals, sometimes dis- 
cernible in that which has been prepared 
from artificial carbonic acid gas.—Cham- 
bers’ Journal.

Vorld’s Fair exhibition. Secretary 
Rossiter read the ‘call,’ after which 
the subject was open for discussion. 

C. C. Brown wanted those who knew 
to more distinctly defihe whether the 
purpose of the meeting was to “reor- 
gauize’’ the board by electing new offi- 
cers, amending the by-laws, etc. M. 
H. Weight explained that the purpose 
was to “rejuvenate,’”’ not reorganize. 
The idea was to place the membership 
fee and dues at a low figure, so as to 
make the organization a popular one 
and within the reach of all. 

Vice-President Buchanan outlined 
the board’s history, showing how in 
times past it bad been an orgapization 
of recognized importance, which 
accomplished much ood =work. 
With the. collapse of the boom 
interest was lacking, and _ the 
speaker jook occasion to score 
many of the members who always 
found themselves ‘‘too busy’’ to attend 
reguiar or special meetings of the 
body. He urged the importance ot 
the community unanimously support- 
ing the orgapization and showed in 
how many instances its services have 
been turned to good account.

ARE. THEY WRECKERS? 


Interesting ‘Little Chat 


with Receiver Crank, 


SOME LIGHT ON AN ENTERPRISE 


That Might Kill Two Birds with 
One Stone—The Consolidated 
Electric Company and 

Others. 


A reporter of ‘I'm Times waited on Re- 
ceiver Crank of the Pacific Railway Com- 
pany (Los Angeles cable road,) yesterday 
and plumped the following straightforward 
question at him: 

“There has been much talk in the streets, 
Mr. Crank, to the effect that a deep-laid 
scheme is on foot to wreck the Pacific Rail- 
way Company and gatherin its system of 
cable and horse-car lines in thiscity. Is 
there ary truth in the story? 

*] would not like to make 80 broad an as- 
sertion as that,” replied Mr, Crank, “but 
many things have transpired within the 
past few months which have a very pecu- 
liarlook,. You must understand that there 
are wheels within wheels, and a good 
many circumstances must be taken into 
account in order to understand the situation 
fully. 

“When our company was reorganized to 
build and operate the cable roads, we issued 
bonds to the amount _.of $836,000, which we 
placed on the market and sold, the Bank of 
California being the purchaser. Some of 
the bonds eventually went into the hands of 
San Francisco capitalists, some were pur- 
chased by eastern men and some were dis- 
posed of in this city. lam one of the’ 
bondholders myself. 

“The money thus obtained by the sale of 
bonds was used for the construction ef the 
cable lines and their appurtenances. 

“When the company got into financial 
difficulties and was obliged to default on 
its interest, the affairs of the company were 
placed in the hands ofa receiver, the Court 
appointing me to that position. 

“Inasmuch as the plansof the electric 
people contemplate paralieling every oue of 
the cable lines of our company, and what 
is more, switching upon our track and 
utilizing it to the fullestextent provided for 
by law, there could be but one result of its 
construction and operation so far «8 we 
are concerned, That resuit would be to 
injure the bueiness of the Pacific Railway 
Company, and probably to destroy the value 
of its security for the bonds, 

‘The Pacific Rolling Mills entered intoa 
contract to acquire rights-of-way and con- 
struct and equip the new lines, receivin 
their pay therefor one-third in cash an 
two-thirds in bonds. It is generally be-, 
lieved that the Pacific Bank and the Peoples 
Home Savings Bank of Sam Francisco are 
providing the electric peopie with funds to 
make their one-third cash payment, 8o that 
the original promoters ao not advance any- 
thing on the enterprise. Look over the list 
of stockholders of the new company and 
judge for yourself who is fathering it.

THE ELECTRIC PEOPLE. 


Fred Eaton Says His Company Does 
not Want the Cable Road. 

With a view to ascertaining the attitude 
of the electric road people toward the ca- 
ble company, a Times reporter yesterday 
called on several of the officers uf the for- 
mer corporation to get their views. 

Fred Eaton, the consulting engineer of 
the electric company, and ene of the largest 
local stockholders, was seen at his office in 
the Burdick Block, Mr, Eaton said that 
the only point between his company and 
the cable people, is in regard to the use of 
the cable tracks on Broadway, from Fourth 
to Seventh, and this matteris now in the 
courts. The law on the subjectis very 
plain, lt says, in 80 many works, that two 
roada, operated under different manage- 
ments, shall have the use of the same tracks 
for a distance of five blocks, by paying one- 
half of the cost of construction used by 
them jointly, and that it shall then be 
owned jointly by them, and the expenses 
of keeping; them up sball be borne jointly. 
This 1s merely a matter of form, and will 
be settied in due time by the courts. 

“Then | understand you to say that you 
are not in conflict with the cable com- 
pany?” 

“Yes, Our people saw a chance to make 
soine money, and they came and put their 
money in the road as an investment. Our 
extremities are not in conflict with the cable 
company’s. We have opened up a new 
territory that has heretofore been without 
street-car facilities, and the only placo 
where we use the tracks of the cable com- 
pany in the lines now being constructed is 
on Broadway for a distance of three biocks, 
and this is merely for the purpose of getting 
into the business center. Thisis the very 
purpose of the law, for otherwise, one 
company could get a monopoly and all 
others would have to stop at a long distance 
from commercial ceuters and the people 
compelled to pay two fares, one over the 
outside road, and one over the inside. The 
limit of five blocks is put in to prevent 
blackmail sehemes by companies paralleling 
lines, the law considering that that length 
= am le to make aby necessary connec- 
tions. 

“Then your company does not want the 
cable road?”’ 

“Wedo not. AsI said before, we putour 
money in the electric road here as an invest- 
ment. We have opened up new territory, 
and the indications are that we will do as 
wellif not better than we expected, and 1 
hope thatthe cable road will thrive and 
prosper. We think there is room for us as 
well as other roads, or we wouldn’t have 
come. As soon as times pick up | think we 
will all do weil. Thatisthe bistsry of 
railroads in other cities; competition isa 
good thing for all parties. The cable com- 
pany, in opposing us, isonly resisting the 
will of the people. The people along our 
lines have aright to get into the business 
part of the a and that is all we are con- 
tending four. e don’t want the cable road, 
but only our legal rights, and we will be 


satisfied. We are prepared to pay whatever 


the Court says is our legal share.”
